Mias McNeil Arrives From The 
^ National Headquarters hi ; 
i- 5* . 
Washington 


Answering a call from local work­ 
ers of the Morgan County Red Cross 
society Mias Allie McNeil, an official 
of the national Red Cross, with head- 
| quarters in Atlanta^ paid a visit to 
the Twin Cities this 
nrorning 
and 
while here held a conference with the 
president and executive committee of 
the county organisation. 
The meeting was held 
with 
the 
President, John D. Wyker, and the en­ 
tire general staff of the county unit 
was present wrth the exception of 
‘ Attorney A. J. Harris. 
Ih addition 
to Miss McNeil and Mr. Wyker the 
following attended the conference: W. 
M. Bailey, 
W. Rahm, F. A. Bloo'tl- 
worth, and Dr. L. F. Goodwin. 
After a full discussion of the whole 
situation regarding the need of Red 
Cross service both at home and abroad, 
by unanimous vote it was agreed that 
on November Ilth —Armistice 
day, 
the regular Red Cross roll call should 
be taken in the 
Twin 
Cities 
and 
throughout the county. 
W. W. Rahm, was the unanimous 
choice for chairman of the campaign 
committee, with power to appoint all 
hia committees and assistants. 
War Red Croaa Nurse 
It became known that Miss McNeil 
has seen distinguished service in the 
Red Cross, having volunteered from 
Washington city during the World 
war. 
She was in Paris at the time 
of the signing of the armistice Novem­ 
b e r 'it, 1918, and took part, altho ill 
of pneumonia, in the two celebrations 
of the end of thé war—the premature 
one and the real one. 
In 1919 Miss McNeil was sent for 
Red Cross work to Roumaifia, where 
she remained until her return to Amer­ 
ica. She has been continuously in the 
Red, Cross work as general field or­ 
ganizer ever since. 
Miss JMcNeíl said she would be glad 
to sail kdth Dr. Hill, and ~ his 
Red 
« Cross expedition which starts soon for 
Athens where the central offices of 
the organization are located, if neces­ 
sary, although prepared to believe all, 
the newspapers are felling about the 
atrocities of the Turks. “I agree with 
Biehop Cannon, and many others that 
we should Uke a more definite part in 
. diciplintng the Turk. “Am erka ta the 
one nation that has the means and 
the men for such a great enterprise,*' 
declared the former war nurse. 
Miss McNeil spent several days in 
Constantinople on her way out from 
Roumaniu, and said that two distinct 
cities made Constantinople—Stomboul 
and Para. The latter she said, Was a 
modern city built by Christian op­ 
tions and that Stamboul was Turkish 
to the core, dirty repulsive and loaded 
“ down with all kinds of filth. She also 
vliited Athens, at present Red Cross 
headquarters in the Near East and 
said that ancient center of 
culture 
appeared to be a city of 300,000 in­ 
habitants, that the public buildings 
and many of the others were of white
